Training and Feeding Oxen. 

Experience has demonstrated that 
Devon oxen are to be preferred to 
those of other breeds, owing to the fact 
that they are more active, says Hoard's 
Dairyman, Oxen from the Hereford 
and Sussex breeds have also proved 
themselves very good workers. Grade 
steers make very good oxen, but are a 
little more refined than they would 
be if they were not castrated. It is a 
general practice to use a yoke where a 
team is used, harness being feasible 
only where single animals are to be 
hitched. The training cannot be begun 
too young, but as a rule they are bro- 
ken as yearlings and not put to heavy 
work until two years old. They can be 
trained by yoking two steers and hitch- 
ing them to a log or some such object 
to be pulled around in an open Jot. To 
teach the steers “gee and haw,” it is 
necessary in some instances to use a| 
halter on one of the animals for a short 
time. Asa usual practice oxen are fed j 
on grain and hay varying in amount 
according to their size and their work.

By-Law No. 286 


By-Law regulating and enforcing the 
width of tires that must be used on 
vehicles when travelling upon 
County Gravel or Macad- 
amized Roads. 

















Passed March 15th, 1913. 


Whereas the County Council of the 
County of Lennox and Addington has 
established a County Road System and 
built Gravel or Macadamized Roads 
throughout the County in connection 
with the said System and whereas to 
preserve the said Roads it is desireable 
to enforce and regulate the width of 
tires that must be used upon vehicles 


when travelling upon the aforesaid 
roads with loads, 

Now the County Council of the 
County of Lennox and Addington 


enacts as follows : 

(1) That pursuant to Sec. 548 of the 
Munécipal Act on and after the first 
day of March 1914 it shall be unlawful 
for any person or persons to drive or 
propel any vehicle the weight of 
which with or without a load is more 
than 2500 pounds, 3500 pounds, 4500 
pounds including in each case the 
vehicle (the onus of proof of weight 
shall be upon such owner or driver)

Russell spoke twice | 
here to-day. We 
report his address 
on the Resurrec- | 
tion from the text, 
“He should be the 
first that should 
rise from the 
dead.” (Acts 26: 


93.) 

With © startling 
clearness the 
speaker pointed out 
that Jesus’ resur- 
rection was the 
very first, as the text declared. He 
led his hearers back to Eden, and let 
them hear the Divine penalty for sin 
--"‘Dying, thou shalt die.” He show- 
ea that this dying process operated in 
Adam for nine hundred thirty years 
before its action was complete. 
Adam’s children, humanity, never 
had Adam’s original perfection; for 
they were fallen at the time of birth. 
On this subject both Old and New 
Testaments agree. 

Next the Pastor showed that the 
Greek word anastasis, translated re- 
surrection, means a raising up again 
—the word again implying a former 
standard. That standard is the image 
and likeness of God, which none of 
Adam's children have fully possessed, 
because he lost it. 

“Not Possible to Be Holden.” 

St. Peter declares that it was not 
possible for death to hold Jesus. 
(Acts 2:24.) He was perfect. It was 
the Father’s will that Jesus should 
demonstrate His obedience even unto 
death. Hence it was not possible for 
Jesus to remain under the power of 
death, and God raised Him on the 
third day. 

Jesus was perfect’ on the spirit 
plane, before He exchanged the spirit 
nature for the human, to become 
man’s Redeemer. He never forfeited 
His right to life. He merely laid it 
down in proof of His loyalty to the, 
Father’s will. Hence His resurrection 
meant His resuscitation in perfection. 
But it was not God’s will that He

FISH AND THEIR FOOD. 


Queer Ways by Which Some of the 
Toothless Species Get a Meal. 

The curious ways in which fishes 
eat form quite a study. Some fisbes 
have teeth and some have none at all. 
In some the teeth are found upon the 
tongue, In some in the throat and in 
some in the stomach. Some draw in 
their food by sucton; the sturgeon is 
one of this class. The jellytish ab- 
sorbs its food by wrapping its body 
around the prey it covets. ‘The star 
fish fastens itself to its victim, turns 
its stomach wrong side out and en- 
gulfs its diuner without the formal- 
ity of swallowing it through a mouth 
first. 

So there are all sorts of methods for 
those regularly toothless, aud = the 
tisbes which have teeth show almost 
as greut a diversity in the number, 
style and arrangement of them.

The resurrec- 
tion of Jesus is the guarantee for the 
resurrection of ‘‘the Church, which is 
His Body.” It aiso assures us of the 
world’s resurrection — that an oppor-

To-day, how- 
ever, colleges are ashamed to acknow}- 
edge any religious affiliations; and 
although they represent high moral 
principles, nevertheless, they are hot- 
beds of infidelity — disbelief in the 
Bible as the Divinely-inspired Reve- 
lation. This condition is deplorable. 

In the Pastor’s opinion the great 
institutions of learning, so well equip- 

for the inculcation of faith in 
God, are doing more to overthrow 
faith than are all other influences 
combined. The increase of knowl- 
edge he believed to be accountable 
for the increase of vice. He explained 
that the undermining of faith in the 
Bible as the Word of God and the 
inculeation of the Evolution theory 
tend to. destroy all faith in a personal 
God and ian rewards and punishments 
trom Him. One of the most peculiar 
things wes that very wealthy men 
have richly endowed atin colleges, 
thereby destroying faith a uninten- 
tionally leading mankind to social 
revolution and to the precipice of 
anarchy. 

Sympathy For Higher Critics. 

Nothing in the Pastor’s words indi- 
cated condemnation; on the contrary, 
he manifested a deep sympathy for 
those entangled in the snares of Oc- 
cultism and Evolution. He had been 
entangled once himself, he said, but 
had gotten free. Had he gone so far 
as to doubt the existence of God, he 
believed that he would have been as 
lost in Evolution as are many of the 
noble men occupying college chairs.

SEED BRANCH 


CIRCULAR TO RETAIL SEED 
DEALERS. 





During the past few years the Seed 
Branch has beén endeavoring to effect 
improvement in the seed trade by 
educational work with farmers and 
seed dealers, supplemented by the en- 
forcement of the Seed Control Act. 
With few exceptions, both the whole- 
sale and retail dealers have endeavor- 
ed to conduct their business in con- 
formity with the law, which has 
made it possible to keep the. number 
of prosecutions very low. bis season 
it has been exceedingly difficult for 
cient stocks of 
high grade seed, owing to the very 
short crop, and the trade will doubt- 
less present many unusual and trying 
features. Under these somewhat ad- 
verse conditions, your best efforts to 
observe the provisions of the Act will 
be required. 

All timothy, red clover, alsike and 
alfalfa seed must be graded and mark- 
ed Extra No. 1, No. 2, or No. 3, 
according to the quality. 
is obtained from a wholesale firm pro- 
perly marked, it is unnecessary to 
have it retested or remarked as the 
wholesaler is held responsible for the 
correctness of the grade. If the seed 
is obtained locally, a representative 
sample should be sent to the seed 
laboratory for test and each bag plain- 
ly marked with the grade. Seed in- 
spectors are instructed to see that the 
grading regularities are strictly en- 
orced, 

Seed that will not grade No. 3 can- 
not legally be sold except for export or 
cleaning. This applies to farmers as 
well as seed dealers, Farmers selling 
seed that is below grade No. 3 to their 
neighbors for seeding or to dealers on 
the understanding that itis to be re- 
tailed for seeding without recleaning 
are liable to prosecution ; and every 
effort will be made to apply the Act to 













farmers as strictly as to seed 
merchants. 
Paper packets of vegetable and 


flower seed put up since 1911 must be 
marked showing the year in which 
they were filled. Retailers should pro- 
tect themselves by handling only 
packets that are properly marked as 
inspectors are instructed to report all 
cases where unmarked packets are 
being offered for sale.

TOMATO CULTURE.

Georgia Indian Pudding.—Place four 
cuptuls of sweet rich milk into a dou- 
ble boiler. Moisten in a little of the 
milk four rounded tublespoonfuls of 
yellow Indian meal and add to the 
milk when hot, stirring it well. Then 
add half a cupful of molasses, a little 
salt, a tablespoonful of ground ginger 
and a teaspoonful of cinnamon. 8stir 
well and add four rounded tablespoon- 
fuls of butter. Mix well and then pour 
into a baking dish with a pint of cold 
milk added and well stirred in. Bake 
in a slow oven three hours. Some- 
times raisins are added. Serve with 
hard sauce. 

Watfies.—Into four cupfuls of well, 
sifted flour rub a heaping tablespoon- 
ful of butter and salt well. Break 
three eggs. placing the yolks in one 
bow! and the whites in another. Beat 
each stiffiy. Add three cupfnuls of 
sweet milk to the yolks and then to 
the mixture add the buttered flour, 
beating briskly. Continne to beat for 
five minutes. Into the center of this; 
batter then place two rounded tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder and then 
beat again vigorously. Lastly, beat in 
the stifiy beaten whites of the eggs! 
and bake {mmediately in wafile irons. 
To be served with butter and bot ma:

Hominy Fritters.—To two cupfuls of 
cold boiled hominy add a cupful of 
rich cream and beat.

TO FILL THE WINTER EGG BAS- 
KET. 

Winter is when many wonder why 
their hens don't lay. They get gobs of 
eggs in the cheap season, but get left 
when the winter egg brings the long 
green. If these disappointed folks in- 
vestigate and find what their hens get 
in the warm season that they lack now, 
and furnish the same or a good substi- 
tute the problem is solved. They will 
discover that spring and summer af- 
ford variety; that, beside grains fed, 
the hen has succulent greens, juicy 
worms and bugs and e«ercise, and thus 
the ration is well balanced between 
protein and carbohydrates so that the 
hen gets plenty of egg maker and 
body builder. 

Now, let sprouted oats, cut clover, 
alfalfa, cabbage, beets, substitute for . 
greens; fresh cut bone, or beef scrap, 
represent bugs and worms and a grain | 
ration of equal parts wheat, oatg and 
corn and a crumbly mash of equal 
parts wheat mids, ground oats, ground 
corn and two parts bran be the re- 
mainder. These coupled with exercise 
for the grain in litter, and you have a 
winter menu we have never seen fail 
for lots of eggs. 

Try this for a day’s fare: At dawn 
scatter a good handful of grain for 


| each hen in the litter and two for the 


rooster; at 10 feed plenty of greens.

WINTERING THE FLOCK. 


Sheep Require Proper Feed and Sensi- 
ble Care to Thrive. 

The farmer who carries his first 
flock through the winter is apt to run 
up against the rocks of inexperience. 

If the owner is wise be will first 
consider the condition of his flock. 
For instance, ewes that are pregnant 
will not receive the same attention 
as ewes that are not, nor will young 
lambs being raised for ewes receive 
the same treatment as the others. This 
ealls for three different bunches. Wo 
secure the best results these three 
classes should ‘be separated—that is, 
the pregnant ewes by themselves, ewes 
not pregnant and wethbers for fatten- 
ing together, and lawbs for breeding 
purposes in anotber flock. Whev all 
are allowed to run together none seems 
to muke the progress 
Knocked around, the young lambs will 
| not make tbe growth necessary to de- 
| velop the good, healthy breeding ewes, 
' the pregnant ewes will not bring forth 
| as strong, healtby young, nor will those 
' being fattened for market make the 
gruwth they should. 

The ewe flock should start Into win- 
ter in good, thrifty condition—in fact, 
what mavy farmers call fat—and dur- 
ing the winter they should be so ban- 
dled and fed that they continue thrifty. 
' Consideration must be given the lamb 
which the ewe is growing.

One method which gives generally 
satisfactory results is to have a shed to 
which there is a good sized yard adjJu- 
cent. Here once a day, preferably to 
the morning, cornstalks may be fed 
upon the ground and good clean straw 
in racks. For the evening feed clover 
hay is best, being fed in the racks in 
the shed. A feed of grain, two parts 
oats and one part corn, one-half pound 
per head, is a good supplement to the 
morning feed. If the hay should be 
coarse or contain much timothy a good 
portion of bran, say a quarter ip bulk, 
can profitably be added. 

Pure fresh water should be accessible 
at all times. If it is some little dis- 
tance from the yard, just so that it ts 
eusily accessible, it will give the ewes 
good exercise in traveling to it The 
water must be clean. 

The yard is necessary, for in it the 
ewes can secure needed exercise, and 
it should be for their sole use. Do not 
turn in the cows and hogs and horses 
nud expect the ewes to thrive. Then, 
too, one must see that there are no 
sharp corners nor sinall doors nor open- 
{ngs in which the ewes can crowd or 
injure themselves. This yard should 
be so located that it is protected from 
the prevailing wind, and the ewes 
should have access to it at all times. 





Care of Fall Calves. 

Fall calves will require a little more 
care and attention. However, fresh 
skimmilk, alfalfa and silage will keep 
them growing nicely. When spring 
comes they will be ready to be turned 
out on grass and will be large enough 
to get along nicely without additional 
food. Calves that are intended for 
snie bave a distinct advantage if they 
are dropped in the fall. They sre 
larger and present a more attractive 
appearance to any prospective buyer. 


Butter From Butter Fat. 

Butter fat will make more pounds of 
butter thun you have fat, because the 
butter contains decidedly pure fat. 
water and salt and casein. There are 
about 16 per cent of water in butter, 
1 to 1% per cent of casein and from 
1 to 3 per cent of salt.

Whoever has watched the 
cattle eagerly searching a bundle of 
stover for a possible ear or nubbio 
which the would be thrifty farmer has 
overlooked must be impressed with 
the folly of husking the corn for steer 
feeding. It is true that when fed in 
this way some corn passes through the 
cattle undigested, but if the hogs are 
permitted to follow the cattle there 
will be no loss. 
Suppose, for example, you are feed- 
fing two-year-old steers. The feeding 
may begin just as soon ag the corn is 
ripe enough to go into the shock—in 
other words, after the ears harden, the 
husks turn brown and while some 
leaves still remuin green. Do not feed 
immature corn, as it will be laxative 
and cause the cattle to shrink. On the 
average about Sept. 15 is a good time 
to begin to feed, and in five or six 
months two-year-vid steers will be 
} ready for market. By feeding in the 
fall the weather is most favorable, and 
| when it gets too bad to leave the cattle 
| exposed they may be confined in yards 
or pens and the feeding continued. 
| It is now conceded that stall feeding 
is the least profitable for the ordinary 
| feeder and that grinding the corn does. 
| not pay, especially when hogs are per- 
| mitted to follow the cattle. One hog to 
each steer is about the right number to 
consume all the waste corn. 
| At first each steer should bave about 
three pounds of corn and the amount 
be gradually increased until he fs get- 
_ ting all he will eat. The waste of sto- 
' ver may be avolded by feeding some 
extra husked or suapped corn. Three 
pounds of bran and one or two pounds 
of oilmeal or cottonseed meal wil! in- 
_ crease the gains materially and thus 
| will bring the cattle to an earlier fin- 
ish. 
|: In summing up we find that (1) this 
furnishes a good and effective combina- 
‘tion of grain aud roughage und lower 
‘4n price than either fed separately. (2) 
It can be hauled from the shock and 
ecattered on the ground to be plowed 
at low price for labor. (3) ‘Tbe inanure 
is scattered in the field without addi- 
tional expense.
